Hi Morgan, 

We have a new encampment organizing on the DOT dirt patch that we have been communicating with you about for several years - on the corner of South Main Street & Dudley Court in Venice. You asked me to send you pictures when we see this 
reorganizing and I have attached a photo here. 

These new inhabitants interact constantly and loudly with people living in the campers on Main Street. Currently, the people living in the campers on Main Street - who have been there for months! - run and work on their vehicles at all hours, blast 
music and are aggressive and unruly. They all dump their trash in our garbage bins all the time (despite our efforts to keep the bins in a locked area). The police have informed us that yelling is not illegal but this is non stop disturbance of the peace 
and is destructive to our quality of life on a daily basis - we are tax paying citizens who get no relief after years - literally years - of trying to work with your office and the LAPD on solutions. We need help!! 

Also following up on the meeting with LA DOT that you told me I would be included in to discuss landscaping and a permanent solution to this problem. What ever happened with that? Why was there never any follow up from your office? This 
"ghosting" of citizens is unacceptable and beyond frustrating for your constituents. 

And finally - can you please inform us of who our current SLO is for our block? That's changed many times recently and we don’t know who to call and include on emails like this. 

Please send help in regards to this new encampment and please answer my questions above.
